The plan to send Japanese pilots to Formosa was discussed at the 
Supreme Council of the Nationalist Government in Hangohow on April 


The plan was put into effeotfrom the 21st, but at 11 pm of that 
day, a seoret directive from Shanghai was sent to a Japanese man, 
who vas at one time in custody in Sugamo as a war criminal suspect* 
On the 23rd, CHU, Shih Ming arrived as a representative of the Chin* 
ese Mission to Japan to carry out this plan.* 

General OEAMURA, Yaauji, formerly in coamiand of Japanese Forces 
in China, and Colone l TSUJI Masanobu, Chief of Staff of Japanese 
Forces in Burma also took part in the planning* The volunteer 
corps was to be called the "Japan Volunteer C 0 yps" and was to be 
composed of air, ground and sea forces .Other persons in Japan In* 
volved in the plans included KODAMA Yoshio* (as reported by Wenjun) 
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
